Arrangement of Citations 


Bibliographic entries in this journal are arranged by COSATI* 
classification. This scheme uses 22 broad subject categories 
which are further separated into 178 subcategories. A biblio- 
graphic record is listed in one subcategory only. There are no 
cross references except in the indexes. Within a subcategory, 
entries are listed alphanumerically by the NTIS order number. 


Access Points 


There are several ways to determine where a particular topic 
or citation is in GRA&I. The titles of the broad subject catego- 
ries are listed on the back cover, with an edge index to the
